Wilmington sclectmen were in 
total agreement Tuesday night with 
@ motion not to accept conceptual 
plans for a large parking facility in 
North Wilmington. Selectmen 
favored sending a letter to the 
Massachusetts Bay Transportation 
Authority stating that the MBTA's 
plan to take several local businesses 
for a 366 car parking lot was 
unacceptable. The letter will also 
mention that the town is evaluating 
other alternatives for the parking 
facility. 

The best alternative seemed to be 
the one favored by Chairman Jim 
Stewart and Town Crier Editor 
Fred Neilson to locate the lot in 
Andover's proposed extension of 
Burtt Road, near the Gillette plant. 


Town says no to MBTA 


Another option brought up by 
Bernard McMahon was to locate 
the lot at the old Wilmington 
Junction two miles up the track. 

Sclectmen were outspoken in 
venting their anger. They said the 
Present proposal is too large and 
would "devastate" the area and 
affected businesses, 

Michacl McCoy said he did not 
want to sce the town "cater" to 
vehicles from out of town. He told 
his fellow sclectmen that "we're the 
‘ones who would have the aggra- 
vation” if the MBTA plan were to 
go through. 

Dan Ballou said that, currently, 
he and other residents have diffi- 
culty getting a scat when the tain 
stops in North Wilmington. 


“If we make a facility for 
parking, you know who's not going 
to get a scat? Me," he said. 

Stewart explained that the board's 
goal should be to work toward 
something more “acsthetically 
compatible” with Wilmington 

Residents suggested the town 
consider the use of shuttle buses to 
take riders to the train and case the 
uaffic and parking situation. They 
asked whether it would be a good 
idea to provide stickers for Wil- 
mington residents so they could 
park at the Whiteficld School lot. 
Under discussion, also, was the 
need for an immediate remedy to 
the problem of trains stopping and 
blocking emergency vehicles on 
Route 62 


Other possibilities for 
North Wilmington parking 


There is a good chance that the 
announced parking plans for the 
MBTA in North Wilmington will 
be changed. Selectman Bob Dou- 
cette and Town Manager Buzz 
Stapczynski had a long discussion 
on Sept. 28 with three MBTA 
officials, in which, among other 
things it was pointed out that the 
former Photon building, now 
known as the YCK building, was 
for sale. 

A conceptual skeich prepared by 
the MBTA shows parking lots on 
four business sites, and the North 
Wilmington parking lot, to provide 
parking for 370 cars. The purpose 
of the enlarged parking is to induce 
motorists on Interstate 93 to "park 
and.ride-to Boston." Many traffic 
problems are envisioned in the next 
few ycars in Boston because of the 
construction of new "Third 
Harbor" tunnel to East Boston and 
work on Boston's Central Artcry, 

Sclectman Doucette also pointed 
out another site, near the railroad, 


New voters 
jam town hall 


The Wilmington Town Hall was a 
busy place on Tuesday night. In 
addition to four meetings going on 
inside, there was Pop Warner prac- 

ce on the field outside. It was 
difficult, if not impossible, to drive 
into the driveway. 

To top it off, Tuesday night was 
the final night to register to vote in 
the presidential election Nov. 8. 

Town Clerk Patty Ward and the 
Board of Registrars were busy until 
10 p.m., enrolling new voters. In 
all, about 570 people registered in 
‘one day. Nearly one thousand have 
registered since the September 
primary, bring Wilmington’s total 
enrollment to over 10,000. 
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which he said was for sale, Either 
the YCK building site or the other 
one could provide more parking 
than had been planned without any 
“taking” of the earlicr proposed 
sites. 

“If the (YCK) site is available, 
ther, without touching any other 
site, it conld be used" Richard 
Leonard, one of the three MBTA 
officials told Doucette and 
Stapezynski. He said that they 
would ask a consultant "to come 
out" and look over the situation. 

The MBTA. is planning, 
eventually, to have a double track 
to Lawrence from Boston. The 
North Wilmington Station area 
would have a "loading platform" on 
both sides “of the: railroad track, 
easterly (on the "Boston" side) of 
Middlesex Avenue. The platforms 
would be 150 fect casterly of 
Middlesex Avenue, so that when a 
train is stopped the railroad gates 
would be up, and not blocking 
traffic, 

The double track would not be in 
place, Leonard said, until sometime 
in the '90s. There will be no 
increase in the service until the

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double track has been installed. But 
the other improvements, loading 
platforms etc. will be done as soon 
as possible after there has been 
agreement between the MBTA and 
town officials on the plans. 

"There will be nothing behind the 
scenes. If there is no acceptance by 
the town’s political bodies, then it 
doesn't go.” 

Leonard pointed out that, in talks 
with Reading, the MBTA is 
agreeing to also rehabilitate the 
town owned land. In North 
Wilmington, he said, he expects to 
see from three quarters of a million 
dollars to one million spent by the 
MBTA other than cost of the land 
to be acquired. 

There will be canopics over the 
loading platforms, “and “special 
facilitics for handicapped persons. 

Leonard was secking comments, 
and asked that Wilmington look at 
all of the alternative features, "We 
will draw it up, and take all the 
input you can give us.” 

If there is a taking, once the 
property is designated, he said 
there will be six weeks, proposed 
for appraisal. The MBTA will have 
to have a “right of entry,” and the 
appraisers will have 60 to 90 days 
to do their work. There will be two 
different appraisers, and then a 
review of their work 

After that there will be a Ictter to 
the town, with the offer, and there 
will be 30 days to respond, to be 
followed by another 30 to 60 day 
period for review and 
conversations. 

Tenants who lose their business 
because of the MBTA purchase are 
reimbursed for their moving 
expenses. "We cannot retacatc, we 
cannot pay for loss of profits, or 
loss of business.” 

Once the MBTA owns the 
Property the businesses will have 
five or six montls to move. "Even 
then we do our taking by eminent 
domain.” 

In addition to the changes in the 
area of the North Wilmington 
Station the MBTA is “looking” at 
several other areas, both north and 
south of North Wilmington.

Selectmen ‘had nothing to do with 
Horan buyback, says Stewart

In an attempt to clear his board of 
any wrongdoing regarding a 
$64,000 buyback check released to 
Wilmington's former school supe- 
rintendent Bob Horan, Selectmen 
Chairman Jim Stewart said he was 
"sick and tired” of accusations 
which have been made against town 
officials 

“The Board of Sclectmen had ab- 
solutcly nothing to do with the 
(buyback) problem,” he said. 

Stewart explained to those in 


attendance at Tuesday's board 
mecting that sclectmen 6nly 
approve a “lump sum" of school 
department salaries and not the 
same line by line warrant which is 
signed by school committce mem: 
bers. He told the Town Crier he 
never saw a line showing the 
alloument for $64,000. 

Stewart also said that because of a 
court case the town lost in 1983, 
sclectmen learned they have no 
authority to stop expenditures of 
the school department. This deci- 
sion was reiterated in a letter 


written by Bridget Zukas, Stewart 
said, 

Stewart maintained that someone 
is trying to cover up the issue “with 
a little bit of smoke." 

"The issue is who signed the 
contract (Horan's),” said Stewart, 
as he reminded fellow selectmen 
that five school board members 
signed the contract and one 
member signed both the contract 
and the warrant.

Glen Road intersection 
plans rejected

A proposal to redesign the 
intersection of Middlesex Avenue 
and Glen Road was overwhclming- 
ly rejected by arca residents leading 
the Wilmington Board of Select- 
men to take no action on it at their 
mecting Tuesday night 
The change, according to Town 
Engineer Harold Gillam and other 
officials, was proposed to address 
safety concerns, 
flow, and avoid 
crossing in front of each other as 
they turn into Glen Road 
According to the new design, 
there would be both a stacking lane 
and through traffic lane on 
Middlesex Avenue. Drivers wish 
ing to turn left at Glen Road would 
move from the stacking lane to a 
new road through two small 
islands. The islands would replace 
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the larger one currently in place, 
which houses a memorial to Harold 
Rogers, who died in World War 1. 

Representatives from the Wil- 
mington Historical Commission, 
which has been working toward the 
establishment of a National Historic 
District in the arca, opposed the 
design. They said any alterations 
could endanger the formation of 
such a district and destroy aesthe 
tics in the arca. 

They were supported by the 
housing authority's Dan Gillis, who 
asked the board to turn down the 
proposal and "Icave this beautiful 
litue area alone.” 

Acting Chairman Robert Cain 
explained the new design was 
pursued to make it easier for 
residents to enter and exit their 
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"I go out every morning and I 
haven't got a problem (but) I have a 
problem getting out of DeMoulas’," 
said Mrs. Burke. 

Those in attendance were told the 
board had received several requests 
in the past five years to upgrade the 
intersection. 

Residents insisted the accident 
record and other concerns weren't 
enough to warrant a change in the 
intersection.

Some innovative projects will get 
underway soon at the Wildwood 
Elementary School. One is a 
telecommunications program using 
new computer software and hard- 
ware to provide [library and 
research skills instruction and a pen 
pal network across town.

Athis former job at the School of 
the Future in Cambridge, Tikonoff 
said students were able to tcle- 
communicate with their peers in 
Russia and Spanish Harlem. The 
grant is seen as a “first step” in 
eventually hooking up with other 
schools and towns.

Set-up, students will also be taught 
electronics information retrieval to 
access huge data bases of 
information. 

To get the project off the ground, 
media specialist Roxanne Men- 
drinos will conduct in-service 
training for library media 
specialists and selected teachers 
beginning October 27.

The program, which is run by 
Lesley College and coordinated by 
Tikonoff, offers a Master's Degree 
in computers and curriculum to 
teachers both in and out of the 
Wilmington system. 

Teachers have the chance to take 
intense classes during a two year 
period at a reduced cost. Currently, 
there are 18 Wilmington teachcrs 
enrolled in the program, including 
six from the Wildwood School 
alone.

The effect of recycled crushed 
asphalt on nearby. wetlands-and ar 
concern over trees mistakenly cut 
along a long driveway on Butters 
Row occupicd members of the 
Wilmington Conservation Com- 
mission last Wednesday. 

Commissioners reviewed a re- 
quest by Steve Noonan to construct 
a 500-foot driveway within the 
buffer zone on the south side of 
Butters Row. Noonan's engincer 
Erich Nitzsche said Noonan has a 
variance from the board of appeals 
to subdivide the four acre property 
into two lots. He added the owner 
still needed board of health 
approval of his septic system plans. 

Problems arose when Conscrva- 
tion Administrator Libby Saboun- 
jian noted that trees had already 
been cut along the driveway which 
runs to Noonan's house. Sabounjian 
said she had hoped to save some of 
the big pines and Icave vegetation in 
its natural state because of the 
tunoff involved. Noonan was told 
no work can legally be done on his 
property until 10 days after an 
order of conditions is issued.

beyond the flagged wetland when 
he took down the trces.

Noonan 
added he would be willing to switch 
to another matcrial if the board 
deemed it necessary. 

Commissioners said they would 
like to walk the site Before issuing 
any order of conditions.

ESTIMATED TAX | 
FOR JUNIOR 

If your youngster has to pay taxes 

of at least $500 on unearned income 
such as dividends and interest, the 
child will have to pay estimated 
taxes, just like any other taxpayer. 
And the Internal Revenue Service 
sets the same tough rules; prepay 90 
Percent of taxes due (or 100 
percent of last year's tax bill, 
whichever isles), or—face—a 
penalty. 
_ One way around estimated taxes 
is with withholding; if a child has 
an after-school job, the W-4 form 
can be filled out so that enough 
taxes are withheld to mect the 
entire tax bill. The advantage is that 
withheld taxes are considered to 
have been paid throughout the year, 
making up for tax payments that 
were duc April 15, June 15, and 
September 15. Earned income also 
increases the deduction that can be 
taken against high-taxed unearned 
income,

Car wash owner 
seeks sewer tie-in 


The Wilmington Car Wash has a 
problem. It is not connected to a 
public sewer. Bernie Glovsky, who 
runs the car wash, would like to be 
connected. 

Sometime four or five months 
ago Bernie visited the Wilmington 
Water & Sewer Commissioners. He 
would like to run a sewer across the 
railroad track to the big sewer main 
on the other side, he said. The 
commissioners agreed to help. 

Bernie was told of a fund 
available in the state house which 
would help to pay part of the cost, 
He was told to get a consortium of 
meighboring businessmen and 
homeowners who might like to 
‘share in expenses, and get a sewer. 
And Bernie departed with the 
blessings of the commissioners. 

The problem, since then, has 
come to a head. One of the 
neighboring business firms did not 
‘want to participate. 

So Bernie started a petition to 
have the sewer put in place under 
sthe Betterment Plan, Under that 
‘plan the town and the participants 
split the costs. 

The petition for Betterments 
showed up at the mecting of the 


sewer and water commissioners on 
October 6. It was not greeted with 
any joy. 

Chairman George Allan was the 
principle spokesman. The moncy 
that is coming from the state house, 
Allan said, is "the town's share of 
the costs.” By seeking Betterments 
the proponents are increasing the 
share that the town would have to 


pay. 

“This will ruin all the private 
sewer digging problems which are 
now being planned" Allan said. 
“All the work that has gone on, in 
Ballardvale Strect, will have those 
owners secking betterments!" 

"Tell the board of selectmen that 
we will speak up against this!” 

Allan added that the state DEQE, 
since last summer, has “frozen” 
everything for new grant 
programs, Everyone is waiting for 
Frank Keefe (state administrator of 
finance) to unfreeze the funds. 


Mail delivery 
no small operation 


There are, at this time, 
approximately 800 businesses in 
Wilmington to which the 
Wilmington postoffice delivers 
70,000 Ictters per day. This, 
combined with the delivery to 
homes and post office box holders 
bring in a total of about 25,000,000 
letters a year to Wilmington So 
Postmaster Jack Quinn told the 
members of the Wilmington Rotary 
Club on September,28. 

He finds that it is not a small 
operation, In recent months, since 
he became postmaster he has hired 
more employees, and there is a total 
of 35 present every morning while 


Postoffice has a goal of automation, 
Automatic readers are to be used 
for sorting mail, with a reading of 
5,000 letters per hour. 

Outgoing mail is not sorted in the 
Wilmington postoffice. It is all put 
in sacks and shipped to the Wobum 
Sectional Office, where it is sorted 
and shipped out. All mail from 
Wilmington to Massachusetts 
addresses is delivered within one 
day. 

Thirty-five percent of the income 
for the Pustoffice Department 
comes from the processing of bulk 
mail, Quinn said. There is, he 
added, a firm in Peabody which

P.D. who lost his sergeant stripes in a ruling by the town 
manager over charges of abusing a local resident taken 
into custody. This ruling was appealed by Vassallo and 
recently upheld by the state civil service commission. 
‘The matter has now gone to civil litigation. 

Vassallo is guilty of doing his job. That's something 
the manager failed to realize from day one, and there are 
a multitude of political reasons for this that stare us right 
in the facc. But first, some on a very 
unhappy night in the life a local family. 

‘There's little reason to mention their name here again. 
They're fine people, and like a lot of Americans these 
days they have a child with a history of problems. Beside 
that, they are respected in the community and should not 
be looked down upon because of the stigma of one family 
member. 

On February 23, 1985 there was an eruption at this 
houschold that required help from the police department. 
The family's son, by his own admission, had been 
injecting himsclf with what is commonly refered to as 
‘speedballs’; a combination of cocaine and heroine. It 
was this same combination of narcotics that a few years 
ago caused the death of actor John Belushi. 

The parcnts naturally called for help, and Sargeant 
Vassallo, who supervised the 4:00 to 12:00 shift, arrived 
at the scene with two other officers. 

Upon arriving, police found the son with blood on his 
arms, apparently from punching a water heater. This 
individual had a history of narcotic abuse and violent 
offenses. In fact, this month he goes to trial on charges 
of assault and battery against a local resident. 


But back to 1985. Following a discussion with both 


parents, the police took the son into protective custody. 
After resisting and having to be hand-cuffed while down 
on the ground, the boy was soon taken to the police 
headquarters on Adelaide Street. By now it was after 
midnight, and a new sergeant had come on duty, Jay 
Palmer. 

The controversy that has cost Vassallo his sergeant 
strip¢s and endless personal grief originated in the jail 
section at the department. While being put behind bars 
by onc of the officers, the young man became violent. 
The prisoner charged at Sergeant Vassallo, who 
maintains he instinctively brought up his knee in a 
self-defense reaction. As a result, the boy was cut on the 
lip but required no medical treatment. 

One might think the story would end here. An 
experienced police sergeant named Bob Vassallo, who 
digo has his tee Gegroes do foace lower seinen sar 
by a young man under the" oan 


heroine, who had been roughing up and 


father. 

But that's not how the story ended. 

Though Vassallo had spoken with the boy's father 
about the incident in the jail, and the father agreed that no 
further action was necessary, things began to be blown 
out of proportion in the subsequent hours. Vassallo later 
Icamed that the parent had retumed, spoken to 
Sergeant Palmer, and decided to file charges against 
Vassallo for abusing his son. 

It is common knowledge that both Sargeants Palmer 
and Vassallo had’a long standing feud at the police 
department, and were far ftom being friends with one 
another. 


On July 10, 1986 the town manager demoted Vassallo 
to patrolman. 

Meanwhile, Vassallo contends that he has been 
fighting an uphill battle against the political 
establishment at town hall. 

Ironically, the demotion followed a $10,000 
settlement Vassallo had paid to the family on the advice 
of legal counsel. Vassallo contends that he was not 
admitting guilt, but instead was attempting to settle a 
delicate situation. However, the powers that be had other 
things in store for him. 

Vassallo's appeal has recently been denied by the civil 
service commission, and now he has taken his case to the 
courts, And, while everyone is talking about the need to 
crack down on drugs and be tough on crime, Bob 
Vassallo is demoted for defending himself against attack 
from a young man spaced on a dangerous combination of 
narcotics.

Some residue has to 
remain on the product and while 
sitting outside in the weather it can 
wash off into the wellficld. A few 
PPM can destroy a well. It may set 
up ils own plume and pollute the 
Salem Street well. 

Another item is the 
environmental cffect of their trucks 
driving over the old Wilmington 
landfill there, With its loss, where 
and how will it effect Wilmington. 
Many moré questions necd to be 
asked and answered about it. 

Talking about doubt, it is 
Goubtful that zoning laws will mean 
a thing in Wilmington. Why, look 
again at Shca's. Sorry to bring this 
an excellent case in 


point. I's a "Residential Zoned

Referendum Question #1: 
Legislative pay increase

Question One on the November 8 is a Referendum Petition which 
‘was brought by citizens of the Commonwealth in hopes of repealing 
an existing law. The other three ballot questions are Initiative 
Petitions, or requests to enact a new law, while Question One deals 
with a law already in existence. : 

At issue is a pay increase for state Legislators and certain officers 
of the commonwealth, including the Governor, which Legislators 
voted for themselves on May 20, 1987. . 

The base pay for being a state Legislator (a part-time job) went 
from $30,000 a year to $40,992 because of the pay raise, or an 
increase of 37 percent. Also included in the increase was a proviso 
to award from $7,500 to $35,000 to any Legislator who holds a 
committee chairmanship or certain leadership positions. Up until 
1983, state Legislators were paid $20,000 per year. 

The Legislative pay raises were tied to the increases granted to 
various state employees’ union under collective bargaining agree- 
ments, and periodic increases in their salaries will now be given 
without any need of a roll call vote. Legislators from now on will 
receive the same percentage pay increases that the state union 
employees do, and at the same time. 

But even more controversial is the manner in which the pay raise 
was enacted. An “emergency preamble” was placed on the bill to 
hurry it along, and to make the pay increases retroactive to January 
of 1987, though some have questioned whether a pay raise would 
qualify as a legitimate emergency. 

Perhaps state Legislators do deserve a pay increase, along with 
increases in pay for being Governor, Licutenant Governor, state 
treasurer, state secretary or state auditor, But a 37 percent increase 
seems a bil steep, giving bonuses for chairmanships is unusual, and

Elected officials should be answerable to their voters for any pay 
increase they receive, since they are allowed to vote to increase 
their own wages. But this pay raise was obviously approved without 
much, if any, voter approval. 

Ayycs vote on Question One would allow the pay increase to stand 
as is, but a no vote would repeal it.

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Elia's Country Store is one of the 
local business firms which may 
disappear because the MBTA wants 
to increase its parking space in 
North Wilmington. It just happens 
to be the business which is quite 
Probably the oldest in Wilmington. 

There was a store on that site 
during the Civil War. It is quite 
possible that the store antedates that 
war. 

The railroad which crosses Mid- 
dlesex Avenue in North Wilming- 
ton was constructed in 1844 - 5. 
The first train was on July 4, 1845. 

At that time there was no stop for 
the trains in North Wilmington. In 
1851 passengers could board the 
train for a wip to Boston. A rail- 
Toad station was constructed in 
1855. That station burned down in 
1912 and another onc was erected. 

Sometime about 1855 - 60 a 

tannery was started, in the ficld 
southerly from the store, about 800 
or 900 fect away, by a firm known 
as Perry & Cutler. Both of those 
men lived in Winchester. They 
located their firm in North Wil- 
mington because the tanneries of 
the 19th century needed a brook 
nearby, in which to wash their 
Icather after it had been retted. 
That word, uncommon today, 
means to remove hair, which was 
done by soaking cowhides in 
chicken manure. 
The Civil War proved to be a 
boon to Perry & Cutler, The Union 
Army needed tanned leather, for 
the shoes that the Boys in Blue were 
wearing, as they marched off to 
battle. Perry & Cutler, and many 
other firms supplied that leather. 

With passenger trains, and a 
growing (in size) tannery there was 
an opportunity for a gencral store 
in the neighborhood. That 
opportunity was fulfilled by a man 
named Jonathan Carter. 

Jonathan Carter lived in the house 
which is the home of the Mullarky 
family today, at the corner of 
Mystic Avenue and Middlesex 
Avenue, That gentleman did not 
build the home. It had been, about 
20 ycars priviously the home of the 
Rev. Thomas M. Durgin. He was 
the clergyman for the Free Will 
Baptist Church, in the building on 
Middlesex Avenue which cventual- 
ly became the Wilmington Town 
Hall. He also taught school, win- 
tertimes in the South School, which 
stood on Buttcrs Row, right beside 
the old Middlesex Canal. Mr. Dur- 
gin enjoyed a very fine reputation 
among the scholastically minded 
people of Wilmington.

‘A map of Wilmington, printed in 
the early 1870s, showed that 
Jonathan Carter lived in the former 
home of the Rev. Mr. Durgin, 
which at the present time is at the 
corner of Mystic Avenue. It also 
shows a store at the intersection of 
Middlesex Avenue and the B&M 
Railroad, owned by J. Carter. The 
site is the same as the store today. 
There was also a post office, in that 
store. 

Buck Brothers 

According to the obituary of 
Herbert Nathan Buck (1912) the 
store was purchased by the Buck 
Brothers, Herbert, Sidney “and 
George “about 25 years ago." That 
would put the purchase date about 
1887, but it does not fully agree 
with the Buck family tradition. 
There is an ancient tale in that 
family which says that Herbert 
Buck built the store. 

It might probably be that the two 
stores (purchase, and building) are 
only different parts of the same 
tale, 

The building, in 1912 was a two 
story structure, with a sccond story 
being used as a family dwelling. It 
was rented, over the ygars, to 
various familics. Onc of those was 
the Surretc family, and the late 
Walter Surrette was born in that 
upstairs apartment. 

Tt could well be, and probably 
was, that Herbert Buck had a new 
building constructed. He was an 
intelligent individual. He and his 
brother George ran two stores, 
under the name of Buck Brothers. 

Herbert Buck ran the store in 
North Wilmington. The business 
was mainly devoted to grocerics, 
but there was a section in which hay 
and grain were sold. 

George Buck ram-the=store in 
Wilmington, near the entrance to 
the Wilmington railroad depot. His 
store was mainly devoted to hay 
and grain. He may also have sold 
Grocerics, but there is no 
satisfactory proof. In post World 
War II years his store was the 
domain of the late George Spanos 
and his restaurant, Spanos was 


+ dubbed the "Mayor of Wilmington" 


because every politician who came 
through Wilmington on a campaign 
tour stopped to have a picture 
taken, shaking hands with George. 
Herbert Buck was a lively person. 
He’ was’ an active participant in 
many activities. He was, among 
other things, elected a sclectman of 
Wilmington. later he became a state 
representative. He died suddenly in 
1912, at the age of 50, probably of 
a heart attack. ; 
His son Rodney Buck, 18 years

George Allan steps down 


as water commissioner 


There was a little party after the 
mecting of the Wilmington Water 
Commissioners, on October 6. 
There was an ice cream cake and 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
read an appreciative Icticr, writicn 
to George Allan, chairman, 

George Allan had just completed 
13 1/2 years as chairman of the 
Water & Sewer Commissioners. In 
those years the had been many 
changes, among them the con- 
struction of the first water 
treatment plant in the United States, 
designed to remove cancerous 
materials from the drinking water. 
Much progress has been made. 

Allan is a vice president in one of 
the more prestigious enginecring 
companies of New England. He 
served the town without pay, and 
was always carcful to avoid 
“conflict of interest” situations, 

To George Allan the big event of 
the mecting was a sort of joke. 
Thirteen and a half years ago the 
first subject discussed by the board 
was a Clinton Street argument. On 
October 6, the last discussion was 
again a Clinton Sect argument. He 
found that to be very funny. 

It was about 14 ycars ago that the 
Sylvester family of Clinton Street, 
newly moved in, wanted water 
service to their home. They had to 
pay for the installation of the water 
main because Clinton Street was 
unaccepted. 

Afterward another family wanted 
to connect to that water main. The 
Sylvester family felt that the second 
family should’ share in the 
construction“ costs. There was a 
disagreement. In the course of 


events construction was started 
without any agreement about 
payment 

During the lunch hour break Mrs. 
Sylvester drove her car across the 
hole that had been dug by a 
bulldozer hoc. She stopped work 
completcly 

There was a hot discussion in the 
next water commissioners 
mectings, and, eventually, the town 
counsel ruled that those people who 
had paid for the work had a right to 
expect that anyone else who wished 
to share the water should also be 
participants in paying the costs, 
inasmuch as Clinton Strcet, not 
being “accepted " was a private 
way. 

Ik was a different argument in the 
last meeting. The Sylvester family 
was not involved, 

A housclot facing on Roosevelt 
Road has two homes on it. The 
home nearest Roosevelt Road can 
fet its water from the water main 
on the street. However that is not 
the case for the house behind it. 
There are laws against running 
water mains through private 
property. A proposal was made to 
run a water main up a street named 
Lincoln Avenue. No plan, it seems, 
or some such problem, has been 


made for the strect 
That brought the problem 
water commissioners. 
Allan, "is where I came i 
No decision was made. The 
problem will again be discussed in 
the next mecting of the Wilmington 
Water and Sewer Commissioners. 
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John McLellan honored on 90th 


John D, McLellan is a fine person 
to know. A long time resident of 
River Road, Tewksbury, and now a 
resident of Nashua, New 
Hampshire, he graduated from the 
University of Toronto in 1921, ata 
time when Canadian college 
students were also officer cadcts in 
the Canadian Army. However, John 
did not serve in the Army. 

He emigrated to the United States, 
and soon got a job with the firm 
which was the predecessor of 
Raytheon, where he completed 
many ycars of service, before his 
retirement. He was also a lecturer 
at Northeastern University for 16 
years. 

It was John McLellan who 
advised Tewksbury's Ed Bowley on 
the way he should run a business, 
back about 25 ycars ago. Ed was 
running a scrap metal business, 
with a yearly income of about 
$150,000 gross. John showed Ed 
how to enlarge the business, and 
how to borrow moncy in order to 
pay for that enlargement. The 
results of the advice is the big 
Tewksbury Auto Parts yard, down 
off East Strect. 

But that was all private business. 
It was in another sense of business 
that John McLellan made his mark, 
and that was in Rotary. 

The Rotary Club of Tewksbury 
was chartered on May 31, 1961, 
and John McLellan was there. In 
the 27 years since the charter John 
has served the club in every way 
possible - and that takes a lot of 
doing 

He served as president. He was 
(and still is) for many years the 
editor of the club bulletin, and the 
club historian. He has been very 
active in the scholarship programs 
of the club, and is a Paul Harris 
Fellow in Rotary Foundation. His 
life in Rotary has been a fulfillment 
of the Rolary slogan - "He profits 
most who serves the best." 

John McLellan was 90 years old 
on October third. There was a 
birthday cake, but everyone, with 
the possible exception of John 
McLellan knew there was to be a 
big party in the Masonic Hall on 
October 9.

Every autumn, the New England 
landsdape is splashed with color, 
but few people realize just why. 

Other parts of the U.S. have fall 
displays -- naturally, since they 
have trees too -- but New England 
has the thickest and most varied 
hardwood forests in the nation. In 
Utah, for instance, the mountains 
turn rusty brown, Not quite the 
same thing. 

What happens to the leaves is 
simple. Deciduous trees use leaves 
to turn sunlight into food, through 
chlorophyll, but you learned that in 
school, hopefully. But those same 
leaves are also full of water, and 
that's dangerous to the tree. 

If a tree stayed full of sap during 
the winter freeze, it would explode. 
Water expands when it freezes, and 
tuce sap is almost entirely of water. 
And yes, trees occasionally explode 
in winter. 

When the bizarre "winter thaw" 
rolls around in late January, some 
trces have been known to start 
moving sap into the branches, being 
fooled by the warm weather into 
thinking that spring had arrived. 
When the freeze returns a few days 
later, the sap freezes and cXpands,

and the trunk of the tree pops from 


the sudden pressure. Such a strong 
winter thaw is unusual, but it does 
happen. 

Incidently, scientists still don't 
know what causes the winter thaw. 
It's a New England peculiarity. 

So, the trees right now are getting 
ready for winter by shutting down 
their leaves, and moving all the sap 
down to the roots. The leaves, now 
cut off from their water supply, are 
busy drying out and dying, and 
piling up on your lawn. 

The color was there all the time. 
When the leaves dry out, though, 
the hidden colors come to life. 

But a few weather factors can 
spell the difference between a wild, 
spectacular autumn display in New 
England, or just a brief splash of 
color before the drab brown of 
November sets in. 

The best display of foliage in the 
past few years was in 1986, when 
the weather factors were perfect. 

A cold snap is needed to start the 
process. The trees sense the cold 
and start shutting down, bringing 
the colors out. Different trees shut 
down at different times, but the 
1986 cold snap was hard cnough to 
send the message far and wide. This

year has seen fits and starts on the 
thermometer, and some trees still 
arcn't changing yct. 

Next on the list is clear weather. 
Sunlight brings out the color of the 
Icaves better, but this year we've 
had a lot of cloudiness, which gives 
the leaves a faded look. Hopefully 
we'll see enough sunlight to perk up 
the display before it ends. 

Finally, we can't have any rain or 
high winds. The foliage is delicate, 
and a pounding rain will strip the 
color from the trecs in no time. 
We've had more than enough rain 
and wind this fall, and the leaves 
are showing it. Some spots this year 
are superb, others so-so, and some 
trees are downright bare. Weird. 


Though it isn't perfect, we are 
enjoying the annual colors in the 
foliage this year. Enjoy it while it 
lasts, Take a hike down a dirt road 
if you can find one, or jockey with 
the other “leaf peepers” on a drive 
through New Hampshire. 


In a few short weeks, all of the 
confetti will fall to the ground. The 
oaks will be the last to shed, as 
always, and then it's over for 1988, 
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Winter is on the way, and the 
trees are giving us all the warning 
they 


can.

There are many instances 
where it appears that novels are 
written after the success of a 
film, but in truth, they were 
little-known literary gems 
before they became films.

“Beginning on Sunday, Oc- 
tober 16, calls to Area Codes 617 
and 508 will require dialing the 
three-digit area code,”” says G. 
Brady Buckley, vice president 
for sales and marketing at First 
Phone of New England. “Many 
of our customers have asked us 
for guidelines on preparing for 
that day, and we thought they 
might be of interest to 
businesses throughout the 
Commonwealth.” 

Here are several of First 
Phone's tips on “Getting Ready 
for the New Area Code”’: 


Whether or not your business 
Area Code is changing: 


—Contact your phone vendor 
about technical and billing 
modifications 

Telephone system hardware 
and software differ significantly 
from system to system. You 
should contact the vendor from 
which you purchased your 
telephone system to determine 
how to make appropriate 
changes, if necessary, to your 
system before October 16. You 
should be sure to ask about three 
major areas: 

A. Speeddialing may be the 


biggest technical problem for 
you to handle. This capability 
allows members of your staff to 
program frequently called 
numbers into the system 
and call these numbers at the 
push of a button. 

In some systems, speed- 
dialing is programmed in a 
central computer. This com- 
puter will need to be 
reprogrammed for the new area 
codes. In others, speedialing is 
programmed by the user of each 
telephone set. You will have to 
tell each phone user how to 
reprogram frequently called 
numbers in the 508 area code. 

B. Toll restriction enables you 
to prevent selected telephones 
from making toll or long 
distance phone calls. The new 
508 Area Code will not affect the 
toll (or billing) status of calls. 
However, some calls across the 
508/617 boundary may be 
“misread” as toll calls by your 
system, making these calls 
inaccessible to toll restricted 
phones. To avoid this, you may 
need to modify your toll- 
restriction arrangements. 

C. Transparent toll calls, or 
toll calls that can be made 
without dialing “1 before the 
number, may also be affected 
by the new area code. With the 
introduction of the 508 area 
code, some of these “tran- 
sparent” calls will now require 
a “1” plus the area code when 
dialing. Users should be made 
aware of these changes. 

To avoid confusion, call your 
vendor right away and discuss

Because the area code change 
will take place on Sunday, 
October 16, you should complete 
all system reprogramming and 
staff training by the end of the 
workday on Friday, October 14.

—Contact your Yellow Pages 
vendors to modify your ads 

As you may know, Yellow 
Pages publishers are separate 
entities from telephone carriers. 
Therefore, changes to your 
phone number are not 
automatically reflected in the 
Yellow Pages. You should 
contact your sales represen- 
tative at each directory in which 
you are listed to verify new 
Publication deadlines and to 
ensure that your new number 
and area code will be correctly 
printed in your ad — as well as 
your listing.
